Now that the war is 
over, there will be lots of 
us getting together  ex- 
changing ideas and com- 
paring notes. It is always 
easy for those of us who 
stayed here and worked 
ten hours a day to feel 
that we had just as rough 
a lime as the boys over- 


seas. 


The other day I was talking to one of 
the boys who had fought through the 
African and Italian campaign. To a per- 
son who wanted to know how it was to be 
over there, compared with being in the 
good old U.S. A. during these past years, 
his suggestions were somewhat as follows: 
Dig a hole in your back yard while it is 
raining, and sit in the hole until it gets up 
over your ankles. Then pour cold mud 
down the inside of your shirt. Sit there 
for two or three days, and, so there is.no 
danger of your going to sleep, imagine 
that some bird is sneaking around waiting 
for a chance to conk you on the head or 
shoot you in the back. 


Then he said to get out of the hole, fill 
a bag full of rocks, put that on your back 
and pick up a shotgun with the other 
hand, and walk in a vacant lot all night 
in mud up to your knees. Fall flat on your 
face every few yards as you imagine big 
meteors streaking down to sock you. 

After ten or twelve miles, (You are still 
carrying the shotgun and sack of rocks) 
start sneaking through some poison oak 
and imagine that every step you take you 
may find a rattlesnake ready to bite you.
